The National Park Service to­ 
day announced it plans to sell the 
Wentz house on the battlefield for 
removal from its site on the Em ­ 
mitsburg Rd., near the Peach 
Orchard. 
James B. Myers, park superin­ 
tendent. said sealed bids will be 
opened for the structure on May 
16 at I p m. at the park office in 
the post office building. 
The park service has decided to 
dispose of the building because it 
is neither the original house that 
was on the site nor on the same 
locations as the house around 
which soldiers fought in 1863.

ANKARA. Turkey <AP> - Stu­ 
dent demonstrations against the 
strongman government of Premier 
Adnan Menderes spread to Ankara 
today. At least 30 persons were 
injured in a violent clash between 
university students and the police. 
Spurred by the example of Ko­ 
rean students who led the success­ 
ful revolt against President Syng- 
man Rhee. some 10,000 students 
and others rioted Thursday in Is­ 
tanbul, the nation’s largest city. 
Unofficial reports said police fire 
killed four persons, but the mili­ 
tary commander of Istanbul de­ 
nied this. 
Although martial law was pro­ 
claimed in both Istanbul and Ank 
ara. 4.000 students sang Turkey’s 
independence anthem assembled 
on the Ankara University grounds 
today to demonstrate in support 
of the Istanbul rioters. 
Three hundred mounted police 
charged into the students as th « . 
started to m ardi away from 1 ^ 
university 
grounds, 
singing 
iii 
praise of ex-President Lsmet Ino- 
nu. the leader of Menderes’ chief 
opposition. 


In the melee that followed, 30 
persons were hurt and all the

mounted police. 
300 Are Arrested 
Two Turkish newspaper pho­ 
tographers and a Turkish reporter 
were arrested as they covered the 
fracas. 
Ankara's military commander 
appeared and appealed to the stu­ 
dents to go home The demonstra­ 
tors booed him and stayed in the 
law building. The police then set 
up a cordon around the building, 
to keep the students from getting 
out to rally others to their sup­ 
port.

ambulances 
moved into the university grounds 
to pick up the injured. 
Army troops also blocked off 
Inonu’s home and the approaches 
to government buildings. All are 
located in one central area of Ank­ 
ara, the nation's capital.

Begin Tuesday Says Court

Judge Backs Monitors 


I Judge Jackson ruled, however, 
that “ it is the decision of the court 
that the monitors clearly acted 
|within the scope of their authori­ 
ty.’’ 
Jackson heard arguments all 
day Thursday and for an hour 
more this morning on the issue. 
A situation which gives a par­ 
ticular legal twist to Hoffa’s case 
is the fact that he took the union 
office under a court concent de­ 
cree issued in January 1958. That 
decree let Hoffa take office pro­ 
visionally with a three-man mon­ 
itor board appointed by the courts 
to supervise a corruption cleanup. 
The consent decree, imposing 
specially strict obligations on Hof­ 
fa to safeguard union funds, re­ 
sulted from the compromise of a 
Teamster member’s lawsuit con­ 
tending Hoffa had been elected to 
his Teamsters job in the fall of 
1957 by a rigged convention. 
Hoffa’s only personal comment 
after Judge Jackson ordered him 
to trial Tuesday was: ’'We’ll have 
to consult the lawyers on our next 
move.”

The local GAR de 
cided to buy the second hand 
monument from the cavalryman 
and use it for Adams County’s 
marker,

marker in front of the post home 
rather than on the square.

fOuis Braille lost bis eyesight in a childhood accident in 1812. Entering a school fo» 
the blind in Paris, he learned his alphabet from wooden letters. Then he "read" large 
letters impressed on paper but was impatient with a system that required hours to under­ 
stand one paragraph. 
Next, Braille studied music and at 14 became organist for the Church of St. Anne. 
There he thought of joining the blind friars, but the Canon said, "God may have great 
plans for you . . . Pray to Him . . . He will show you the way." Louis became one of the 
great organists of Europe/ Yet, he was lonely, could not resign himself to blindness, and 
was heard to cry out, "Dear God, restore my sight. . . and Til dedicate my life to helping 
my blind brothers." 
Though he did not gain his sight, but instead was stricken with tuberculosis, Louis 
helped his blind brothers. After learning of an army captain's system of night writing, 
he spent days and nights for years perfecting a touch system. Today, the blind read and 
write in Braille, play instruments from Braille music-scores, learn geography from Braid* 
maps, put Braille labels on canned goods and operate office machines through his system.

HARRISBURG (AP) - Pennsyl­ 
vania's 142 delegates to the Dem­ 
ocratic national convention should 
be permitted to vote for their own 
presidential choice on the first bal­ 
lot. say# House Speaker H G. An­ 
drews. 
The veteran Cambria County 
lawmaker, outspoken supporter of 
gen. John F. Kennedy for the Dem­ 
ocratic presidential nomination, in­ 
dicated Thursday such a move 
would show how much strength 
Kennedy has. 
In an impromptu news confer­ 
ence. Andrews reviewed Kennedys 
impressive total of more than 
170.000 write-in votes in Pennsyl­ 
vania’s preferential primary Tues­ 
day. The Massachusetts senator 
polled more than 70 per cent of 
the write-ins cast for five Demo­ 
crats, none of whom were on the 
written ballot. 
W.Va. Test "Valid" 
"It (the primary result) was a 
gentle hint to the governor that 
he should leave the first bal­ 
lot choice to the district delegates 
themselves," said Andrews. 
Gov. Lawrence repeatedly has 
refused to commit himself for any 
of the Democratic hopefuls. Penn­ 
sylvania will have 81 votes at the 
convention; each delegate casting 
a half vote. 
Andrews said Kennedy, a Ro­ 
man Catholic, was right in saying 
hts chances for the nomination 
may rest on primary voting in 
West Virginia, a predominantly 
Protestant state 
‘‘If lie gets slaughtered there, 
the same type of constituent will 
vote against him elsewhere," said 
Andrews. 
To Watch Spending 
Andrews made his remarks fol­ 
lowing a meeting of the Legisla­ 
tive Watchdog Committee He had 
boycotted the organizational meet­ 
ing last month because of differ­ 
ences with Senate President Pro- 
Tem M. Harvey Taylor. 
They were named co-chairmen 
of the committee at the first meet­ 
ing. Thursday on Andrews’ mo­ 
tion, Taylor was named sole chair-

TORNADOES 
CHURN THRU 
OKLAHOMA 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP)—Tor­ 
nadoes churned straight 
at 
a 
string down a 50 mile stretch of 
central Oklahoma Thursday night, 
destroying or damaging dozens of 
homes and causing at least 31 in­ 
juries 
One death was attributed in­ 
directly to the twisters which 
were first spotted oxer Anadarko 
before sundown and last reported 
over Oklahoma City. Loyde Wai­ 
lers. an Oklahoma City man, died 
early today of a heart attack he 
suffered when his house was dam­ 
aged by the storm. 
The sprawling Oklahoma capi­ 
tal city was hardest hit. "It’s im­ 
possible to make an estimate of 
damage at this time," said City 
.Manager Sheldon Stirling early to­ 
day. "Right now we are most 
thankful there were no deaths," 
Homes Flattened 
Most of the damage here was 
from roofs torn from buildings 
and homes by the twister, which 
apparently passed over at rooftop 
level. Two homes were destroyed 
and trailers in a trailer court over­ 
turned. 
In the tiny farm community of 
Pocasset, 50 miles southwest of 
here, two homes were flattened 
by a tornado and two others heavi­ 
ly damaged. 
At Tuttle. IO miles northeast of 
Pocasset, a twister clipped a side 
off the high school gym, wrecked 
a cotton gin, a school bus garage 
and three houses.

LIVING COSTS 
EXPECTED TO 
KEEP RISING 


By SAM DAW SON 
AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK I Apl—One thing at 
least Is going just as expected 
The cost of living is rising and 
probably will keep on going up 
till summer. 
This comes at a time that aver­ 
age take-home pay for the na­ 
tion’s factory workers is falling. 
It also comes as business exec­ 
utives 
are explaining to their 
stockholders that tile costs of do­ 
ing business tend higher, but that 
keener competition and .some con­ 
sumer price resistance keep man­ 
agement from passing along all, 
and sometimes not even part, of 
this cost in higher prices. 


Margins Being Squeezed 
Hence, profit margins are tieing 
squeezed and this year’s earnings 
gain over last year will tie slim­ 
mer than the year ago increase 
over the previous periods. 
The stock market already had 
noted that p ro s e d and adjusted 
prices accordingly. 
There are explanations for this 
over-all rise in the cost of living 
while 
manufacturers 
say 
they 
can’t raise their prices as desired. 
If the housewife and the family 
budget juggler have the patience 
for the explanations, here they 
are: 
Foods To Blame 
The cost of living is rising chief, 
ly because food prices normally 
go up in the spring.

TO BAN PHONY 
ADVERTISING 


WASHINGTON 'AP>-The Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission today an­ 
nounced a campaign to help pro­ 
tect the public against phony and 
misleading advertising of guar­ 
antees and warranties. 


The FTC published a seven-point 
guide which tells business and the 
public exactly what kind of ad­ 
vertising in this area is legally 
acceptable. 
Private enterprise was urged to 
abide by the new rules voluntar­ 
ily. The commission said firms 
which refuse will be charged with 
using unfair methods of competi­ 
tion and deceptive practices. 
In general, the guides require 
that all advertising of guarantees 
spell out any strings which are 
attached. Also, if the guarantee 
makes an implied claim, this must 
be a truthful jone. 
Receive Complaints 
For example, if a battery man­ 
ufacturer advertises a *'36-month 
guarantee” 
his 
batteries 
must 
have a normal life expectancy of 
at least 36 months. 
Robert T. Secrest, acting chair­ 
man of the FTC. said in a state­ 
ment that the agency ‘‘constantly 
receives complaints from trusting 
purchasers who later discovered 
the 
actual 
guarantee 
was 
not 
what the sweeping and unqualified 
advertising statements implied.” 
Secrest 
said 
it 
Isn’t 
enough 
merely to describe an article as 
guaranteed.
